Turnover Is 25 In 
Public Schools 
Escanaba city schools will have 
a total of 118 teachers at the begin­ 
ning of the school year, of whom 
25 will be new teachers, a teacher 
turn-over of about 22 per cent and 
the largest among school systems 
in major cities of the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 
This information was presented 
to the board of education last 
night by Supt. John A. Lemmer, 
who said he had made a survey 
among other schools to aid in de­ 
termining how they keep teacher 
turn-over to a minimum. 
Of the 25 teachers who left Es­ 
canaba positions this year, five 
were married, two retired, three 
were drafted, three for other work, 
six returned to jobs in their home 
towns, four left for reasons listed 
as “wanderlust”, and one to make 
more money elsewhere. 
More Opportunities 
In discussion the board and the 
superintendent agreed that hiring 
of young teachers with high rat­ 
ings in their profession, as is the 
policy in Escanaba, would tend 
toward greater turn-over. 
The younger teacher of good re­ 
cord has more job opportunities 
offered, either in or near their 
home town or elsewhere, or they 
may marry or seek other com­ 
munities where marriage oppor­ 
tunities are greater. 
Supt. Lemmer reported to the 
board that all vacancies have been 
filled and 
a 
speech 
correction 
teacher will be employed if a 
qualified candidate is found. 
Aid Stadium Fund 
In other business 
before 
the 
board the annual financial state­ 
ment of the superintendent 
was 
received and the board met with 
Hilmer Johnson, auditor, and re­ 
ceived the annual audit of the 
books of the school district. 
A check for $1,000 was received 
from the Escanaba High School 
activities fund to apply on work 
at the new stadium, and a letter 
of appreciation was addressed to 
the student council. 
The contributions of the E. H. S. 
student body will total $6,000 over 
a period of years and will assist in 
financing 
construction of 
toilet 
and dressing rooms beneath the 
stadium at the athletic field. Last 
year $950 was received. 
To meet rising costs and reduce 
an anticipated deficit in the school 
hot lunch fund,

According to reliable estimates, 
a record enrollment of about 35,- 
000,000 students will be starting 
back to elementary, intermediate 
and high school, and colleges this 
September. 
Highest new enrollments will 
be found kl the group of children 
entering elem entary schools. 
School enrollments, are closely 
related to changes in the general 
population. 
As the latter grows, 
the school population also 
in­ 
creases. 
The 1951-52 school term opens 
with a still-critical teacher short­ 
age that has been alleviated only 
at the high school level. 
It is in the earlier school years, 
where the quality of teaching can 
most easily make or mar the edu­ 
cational careers of students, that 
the 
lack 
of 
properly-educated 
teachers is most acute. 
Hundreds 
of 
communities 
throughout the country are faced 
with critical school-housing prob­ 
lems. 
Classes are overcrowded; 
some schools run half-day 
and 
part-tim e schedules to accommo­ 
date all the enrolled students. 
Each year at all levels, as a 
result of the increases in school 
population, the over-all cost 
of 
education has n e c e s s a r i l y 
mounted. 
As the present value of the dol­ 
lar is comparatively low, current 
expenditures for education must 
be higher, to buy a given program 
of education that the same pro­ 
gram would have cost in 1939, for 
example.

to 
the Escanaba 
board of education, said the 5-19 
group had dropped from 3692 to 
3862 (a loss of 30) in the c ity . But 
an upward trend is in view be­ 
cause the 1-5 age group is up 81 
—from 1,758 to 1,839. 
Gladstone’s school census figures 
reveal a loss of 13 in the 5-19 age 
group, and a gain of 54 in the I- 5 
group. Last year

group totaled 1,329 and this year's 
figure is 1,316.

sion has been issued by the D e­ 
p artm en t of Public Instruction. 
Residence qualification 
in the

elections w as raised from 20 days 
to 30. This requirem ent was in 
effect at the last school election. 
State aid allotment* 
for 
the 
1951-1952 school years are $140 
for elem entary students an d $160 
for secondary. The federal gov­ 
ern m en t will pay the education 
cost for children living on gov­ 
ern m en t property, such as light­ 
houses, and at Coast G u ard s ta ­ 
tions. State aid will be deducted

Entrance Date 
Children who are entering k in ­ 
dergarten m ust be five years old 
by D ecem ber I of the y e a r they 
start school in order for th e dis­ 
trict to receive state aid.

Secrecy Of Relief Rolls Hides 
Fraud And Protects Chiselers 


r p H E 
federal government recently an- 
A 
nounced that Indiana will be cut off 
from federal welfare funds because the In­ 
diana legislature has opened state * relief 
rolls to public inspection. The social se­ 
curity law, enacted in 1939, provides for 
secrecy of relief rolls. 
In Indiana’s case, the loss in revenue 
will be about $18,500,000 a veal if the fed­ 
eral government goes through with its plan 
to forfeit federal aid to the state. The dis­ 
pute 
undoubtedly 
will be taken to the 
courts and more discussion in Congress is 
inevitable. 
Indiana is not the only state that is un­ 
happy about the federal secrecy require­ 
ment. Georgia. Florida and Illinois legisla­ 
tures likewise have charged the federal 
government with suppression of informa­ 
tion 
concerning fraudulent 
use of tax 
funds for social welfare purposes. 
Defenders of the secrecy rule uphold it 
on grounds of exploitation. 
They argue 
that if the relief rolls were open to public 
inspection, political abuses would follow7 
and the dignity of the 
relief 
recipients 
would be jeopardized. 
From a more practical viewpoint, how­ 
ever, it is apparent that the present regu­ 
lation invites fraud and protects the chis­ 
elers. Social welfare costs are terrifically 
high. In Delta county, for instance, wel­ 
fare expenditures constitute a substantial 
proportion of the county’s entire budget. It 
is, we believe, senseless to 
protect 
the 
identity of persons who are 
relief 
re­ 
cipients but open to public inspection the 
payroll records of governmental employes. 
Under the social security law7, if charges 
of fraud are made, a state legislature can 
authorize a committee— either of its own 
members or a citizens’ group—to ascertain 
the facts. Under this procedure, it is possi­ 
ble to examine welfare rolls. 
However, 
this situation develops only 


"B ig Lie" Peace Talks 
Becomes Boring 
m W O or three years ago, any kind of 
peace proposal from the Soviet Union 
sent the free world 
into 
a 
breathless 
frenzy. Hope often ran high that the Cold 
W ar wras about to end. 
Slowly, 
the world’s men of good will 
learned the bitter truth about the Rus­ 
sians. They learned that Russian peace of­ 
fers were simply moves on a chessboard, 
tactical 
steps 
that often were offset by 
w arlike gestures elsewhere at the very 
same moment. They discovered, too. that 
when talk of peace no longer suited the 
Kremlin's strategy, it was dropped—to be 
revived on another convenient occasion. 
The 
free 
peoples digested this lesson 
painfully and grudgingly. 
Their w7ish for 
peace is so strong that they found them­ 
selves tantalized again and again by the 
thought that “this time maybe the Rus­ 
sians mean it.” 
Of course they never have meant it. and 
so at length the illusions of the hopeful 
have been shattered. 
Once aroused, the 
scorn of the trustful is a powerful emotion. 
It is that feeling w7hich the Russians now7 
encounter when they propose anew that 
th e world sit down and talk peace. 
Nikolai 
Shvernik, 
Russia’s figurehead 
president, w rote a letter to President T ru­ 
man the other day suggesting a five-power 
peace parley w ith the U. S., Russia. Brit­ 
ain, France and Red China taking part. He 
talked of limiting armam ents and outlaw­ 
ing the A-bomb. 
O ur government promptly responded by 
labeling the offer a “propaganda trap ” de­ 
signed to lull the free peoples to sleep. The 
State 
Department challenged Russia to 
honor existing obligations before taking on 
new treaty responsibilities. 
The French and the British joined us in 
deriding the Soviet m aneuver 
as 
mere 
piopaganda. No one anywhere in the non­ 
com m unist world saw7 in it even a faint 
glimmer of hope. 
Thus, without perhaps realizing it, the 
Russians may have come to the end of a 
road. They may have reached the point 
w7here repeating the same old tired lies 
generates not only disbelief but damaging 
reaction 
among 
sincere 
peace - loving 
peoples. 
It is an axiom of totalitarian propaganda 
that if you tell a big lie often enough it 
will be widely believed. 
But it is quite 
conceivable that the Russians have squeez­ 
ed the last possible ounce 
of 
advantage 
from this technique, and now find them ­ 
selves relying on a formula w7hich is sterile 
and empty. 
Is there anyone left in the free world 
who really believes that Russian mention 
of the word peace” has any meaning? 
Honorable men today attribute no color j 
of truth to any Soviet statem ent not issued 
under the pressure of opposition strength. 
They generally ignore Russian words and 
watch Russian deeds. 
Perhaps this fact 
will now begin to sink into the Kremlin’s 
consciousness. If it does, we might hope to 
ne spared henceforth the wearying bore­ 
dom of meaningless peace offensives. 


w hen charges of fraud are made and un­ 
less the public has access to the relief rolls 
and has cause to suspect fraud, the chisel­ 
ers can go on about their 
business 
of 
cheating the taxpayers. 
Relief 
chiseling 
can 
be 
effectively 
stopped only when the public has access to 
w elfare rolls. The taxpayers should be en­ 
titled to know how their money is being 
spent and who is getting it for what pur­ 
poses. 


Electrification Has 
Been Boon To Farms 
■pARM ELECTRIFICATION WEEK may 


* 
be just another of the many w£eks 
dedicated to various purposes, but for the 
farm ers of America it assumes consider­ 
able significance. 
Since 1930, farm output has increased 
55 per cent, while the num ber of workers 
engaged in agriculture has declined 7 per­ 
cent. In that time, the use of electricity has 
j jum ped 200 per cent on the average farm, 
w7hich is one of the main reasons for the 
im provement in productivity. 
Electricity makes farming and farm life 
m ore profitable, 
more productive, 
and 
more 
enjoyable. 
Model, 
fully-powered 
experimental 
farms 
have been set up 
which come remarkably close to the “push 
button’’ ideal of accomplishing 
all 
the 
chores. It will, of course, be a long time 
before typical farms are so 
completely 
electrified, but the trend is unmistakably 
in th a t direction. The m achine is replac­ 
ing the strong back—and it does the work 
better, quicker and more cheaply. 
How electricity has brought comforts to 
the farm is clearly evident in the Upper 
Peninsula. Where private power companies 
have not been able to profitably serve, the 
Rural Electrification Administration has 
given help to cooperative power 
enter­ 
prises. 
For 
instance, 
the Alger-Delta Co-op 
Electric association, with headquarters in 
Gladstone, now7 has power lines extend­ 
ing as far as Big Bay in M arquette coun­ 
ty. The association buys its pow7er from 
private producers and retails it to rural 
customers in isolated areas. It is a service 
that is much appreciated bv rural resi­ 
dents. and has helped to m ake farm life in 
the region much more satisfying.

Here are some spot observations gathered 
in various parts of Germany regarding one 
of the most important problems we face 
either in preventing war or winning a war 
after it gets started: 
F R A N K F O R T—High 
Commissioner 
Jack McCloy, who is performing a re­ 
m arkably fine job, is supposed to be the 
top man in Germany. He can and does set 
aside German court decrees. He can give 
or withhold American money, 
the life 
blood of Europe. He can order the Amer­ 
ican arm y to get out of this area or into 
that. 
But when it comes to Russians escaped 
from behind the Iron Curtain, High Com­ 
missioner McCloy has as much influence 
with the American army as a Communist 
youth demonstrator in the East zone of 
Germany. The American military flouts 
his orders and thumbs its nose at McCloy 
much like the above Communist youth de­ 
m onstrator at the West German police. 
Perhaps because of this, the young so­ 
cialite central intelligence agents of Gen. 
Bedell Smith and the amateur detectives 
in counter-intelligencfe do such a success­ 
ful job of alienating these 
Russian 
es­ 
capees that a lot of them decide Soviet 
Russia is better than the 
much-vaunted 
West and return home. 
Just 
outside 
Frankfort is a Russian 
refugee camp. Its name, its exact location, 
the num ber of Russians in it are supposed 
to be top secret. Not even McCloy knows 
how m any Russians are in :t. Nor has he 
ever visited it. If the army is ordered by 
McCloy to let anyone into this camp, the 
army says no. 
In this camp at one time were about 2,- 
00C Russian officers, who, disgusted with 
the Red army, had fled to the American 
zone of Germany anxious to 
help 
the 
U. S. A. But for months they simply sat, 
ate, and were 
interviewed 
by 
young 
counter-intelligence agents—ate. sat, and 
were interviewed: ate, slept, and were in­ 
terviewed. 
Some were flown to the United States 
amid a flurry of excitement to report on 
conditions inside Russia to higher-ups in 
the Pentagon. Some were promised haven 
in the U. S. A. In the end all were reduced 
to sitting, waiting, and going 
to 
seed— 
thanks to the sterility, inefficiency 
and 
lack of imagination of the army and Gem 
Bedell Sm ith’s amateur Dick Tracys. 
RESTLESS RED ARMY 
BERLIN—Across the invisible Iron Cur­ 
tain in the East zone of Germany are about 
300,000 members of the Red army. Living 
in Germany, a country with which they all 
too recently fought a bitter w7ar, 
these 
troops long had to camp behind 
barbed 
wire. 
This was not to keep the German pop­ 
ulation away from them, but to keep the 
Russians from deserting. Even so, many of 
them did desert—and more wrould desert if 
given encouragement or any kind of fav­ 
orable treatm ent after their arrival in the 
West. 
Obviously 
Moscow 
knows that these 
troops, living near the West and with no 
tight border control between East and 
West, constitute one of the potential weak­ 
nesses of the Red army. It also knows that 
the same thing is true in Austria where 
Russian troops also live near the West and 
temptation is strong to drive 
over 
and 
sample Western glamor. 
Undoubtedly 
Moscow7 also remembers 
what m any Americans have forgotten— 
that it was not the Kaiser’s army that de­ 
feated the Czar in 1917, but the shrewd­ 
ness of the German general staff in send­ 
ing Trotsky and Lenin in a sealed train 
from Switzerland into Russia. 
Moscow 
certainly should remember it, for that was 
what started the Bolshevik revolution and 
put Stalin where he is today. 
And remembering it. 
Stalin certainly 
doesn’t want it to happen—in 
reverse— 
again. 
But 
the dapper young counter-intelli­ 
gence agents and 
Gen. 
Bedell 
Smith's 
cloak-and-dagger 
dicks 
ire 
either 
too 
young or too dense to remember it. 
KERENSKY UNITES 
MUNICH—Dining in Munich the other 
night I discussed some of these things with 
gnarled, 
spritely 
Alexander 
Kerensky, 
father ct the first Russian revolution, who, 
if not upset by Lenin, Trotsky and the 
German general staff, might have saved 
Russia and the world the scourge of Com­ 
munism. 
Kerensky had come to Munich to do a 
job that has needed 
doing 
for 
years—- 
wrapping all the diverse 
Russian 
exile 
groups into one close-knit body in order to 
do to Stalin what Lenin and Trotsky once 
did to Kerensky.

the mess boy’s foot-locker 
was the usual assortment of odd­ 
ments collected over the years by 
a $30-a-month sailor. 
Then the 
skipper’s eyes opened wide. Three

books 
showed balances of 
$100,000. And 
deep 
among the 
personal 
belongings 
were 
neat 
packages . . . heroin and cocaine. 
Like hundreds of other treach­ 
erous seamen, the mess boy knew 
that a veritable army of guards 
protect American shores and bor­ 
ders against hoof-and-mouth dis­ 
ease. But not against deadly nar­ 
cotics. No money. 
“Our investigative unit.” a high 
Customs official explained, “has 
only 188 men in nine districts to 
police the entire nation. The Fed­ 
eral Narcotics Bureau, ironically, 
has the same personnel. The Cus­ 
toms border control just doesn’t 
exist.” 
The official, consulting the lat­ 
est 
Customs 
roster, drew7 forth 
two ominous dates in America’s 
war 
on 
the 
international dope 
front. 
“We had fairly decent patrols 
along the Canadian and Mexican 
borders up to July I, 1947. Then 
the Canadian detail was abolished. 
A year later, the 
Mexican 
unit 
crumbled. And 
look 
what- 
has 
happened to the United States in 
the five years narcotics rings have 
flooded us with poison. 
“Dope has addicted 
thousands 


OI k i d s in every major city in the 
country. 
What can we do about 
it? 
They're wading it across the 
Mexican border at scores of points. 
We 
have 
a 
total of 63 men to 
screen 
the 
Texas-Arizona-Cali- 
fo nia region. And they can’t be- 
gi.. to patrol the border.

“They plant the stuff in ceiling 
electrical hook-ups, in oil drums,

“One clever 
smuggler used magnetized metal 
boxes which he stuck on any steel 
surface.” 
Is dope a bartering commodity 
on the other side? 
“Certainly- is,”

bring narcotics back. Others deal

In the global struggle for the 
minds of men, an American w ea­ 
pon of incalculable value 
fights 
nightly in the darkened arena of 
the motion picture theater. 
Telling the story of life in 
a 
free society, U. S.-made movies 
comprise nearly 75 per cent ol all 
the feature films seen by a w eek­ 
ly, world-wide audience of more 
than 230 million people, says the 
National Geographic Society. 
This is true in spite of the fact 
that the 400-odd full-length m ov­ 
ies produced yearly by the U. S. 
motion picture industry represent 
less 
than 
one-fifth 
of 
feature 
films released annually by world 
studios. 
The immense appeal of Am eri­ 
can-made movies is underscored 
by the hostility shown them by 
governments 
ol 
Iron 
Curtain 
countries. 
Nowhere in the Soviet 
Union, China, Poland, Hungary, 
Rumania. 
Czechoslovakia, 
Bul­ 
garia, Albania, or eastern 
G er­ 
many 
are 
Hollywood 
releases 
readily accessible to the people. 
Dollar Shortage 
From foreign screenings in the 
free world the three billion dol­ 
lar U. S. film industry takes an 
estimated 
$100,000,000 
annually 
and nearly 38 per cent of its to­ 
tal profits, according to the U. S 
Department of Commerce. 
How­ 
ever, the road American 
films 
travel is not always a smooth one. 
Most 
nations — the 
United 


States, Belgium, and Cuba 
are 
among the few 
exceptions—im­ 
pose varying restrictions on the 
importation of commercial mov­ 
ies. 
Many are traceable to the 
postwar devaluation 
of 
foreign 
currencies and the dollar short­ 
age. tilers are the result ol gov­ 
ernment attempts to luster or for­ 
tify domestic film industries. 
In Argentina, Spain, and Italy, 
for example, laws are in 
force 
which require the showing ol do­ 
mestic films during a certain por­ 
tion of each theater’s week. Other 
devices used 
to 
subsidize 
local 
film production are high 
taxes 
and censorship fees 
on 
foreign 
screenings. 
In spite of restrictions, the de­ 
mand for American films—among 
the most lavish and 
technically 
superior in the world—continues 
to grow, keeping pace with a glo­ 
b a l increase in theater facilities 
Today, an estimated 99,600 mo­ 
tion picture theaters are in oper­ 
ation in more than 120 countries— 
providing about one seat for ev­ 
ery 44 persons on earth 
During 
the past two years Japan alone 
has increased Its movie houses by 
943 while Europe has put into op­ 
eration an additional 1,998 thea­ 
ters.

HOW SHOULD ONE REFER TO 
HIS WIFE? 
Question: I am certain as to the proper 
way of referring to my wife when I ani 
among my men acquaintances.

So here is the proper form as the writers 
of books on etiquette have it.

he may so refer to her, as, “Ginger.” 
A woman should not refer to her hus­ 
band as “Mr. Blank” or "Doctor Blank” 
except in speaking to household employees 
or strangers. Among acquaintances

husband” is the proper title. 
To 
close 
friends she may refer to her husband as 
“John.” 
Both husbands and wives should axoid 
the excessive use of endearments, such as 
sweetheart, darling, honey. 
In no event should a minister’s wife re­ 
fer to her husband as “Reverend Blank,” 
or, worse still, “the Reverend,” In speak­ 
ing to household employees or strangers, 
she should say ““Mr. Blank.” Or, if he has 
one of the degrees of doctor, 
she 
may 
properly refer to him as "Doctor Blank.” 
Among social acquainances, she should 
say “ my husband.” Among close friends, a 
m inister’s wife, like all other wives, may 
properly refer to him by his first name.

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 
The 
Holy 
Bible 
is, 
w ithout 
doubt, one of the m ost widely 
loved books in all the world. 
It 
d e c l a r e s the n ev er-d ep artin g pres­ 
ence of divine wisdom and love, 
and the m arvelous availability of 
unlimited good. 
If the Bible is 
correct, then the good for which 
you have been longing is available 
to you now. 
The prom ise is, “No 
good thing will he withhold from 
them that w alk uprig h tly ” (Ps. 
84:11). 
If you feel that good has been 
withheld from you at times, that 
this often - quoted promise from 
Psalm s has not been fulfilled in 
your life, do not cast aside these 
Scriptural assurances as worthless, 
“too good to be tru e.” Rem em ber, 
rather, that to every promise in 
the Bible is attached a condition— 
a condition which m ust be fulfill­ 
ed in order to inherit the promised 
good: “No good thing will he w ith­ 
hold from them that w alk u p ­ 
rightly.” Seek to fulfill the condi­ 
tion, and you will find the rew ard 
at hand. H ow ever stated, this con­ 
dition always am ounts to a re ­ 
quirem ent for an increase in spir­ 
ituality, a willingness to do the 
will of God, in short, a dem and to 
obey the Scriptures. 
Human, 
m aterialistic 
thinking 
has hidden the order and Science 
of Scriptural inspiration b u t Chris­ 
tian Science follows through 
on 
the basic premise, as stated in the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci­ 
ence and Health w ith Key to the 
S crip tu res” by M ary B aker Eddy, 
that “good is natural and prim i­ 
tive” (p. 128). 
I 
Notice, for instance, the reason­ 
ableness 
of 
certain 
conclusions 
I which 
Christian 
Science 
draw s 
from the Scriptural teachings con­ 
cerning the nature and character 
of Deity. T hroughout this greatest 
of books, there runs, like a golden 
thread, the assurance that God Is 
good. “O taste and see that the 
Lord is good: blessed is the man 
that trusteth in h im ” (Ps. 34:8) is 
♦tip fam iliar theme. 
We are told, too, that God is in­ 
finite; that is, unlim ited in scope 
and power, in wisdom and pres­ 
ence. “G reat is our Lord, and of 
great power: his understanding is 
i n f i n i t e ” (Ps. 147:5), the Psalm ist 
says. 
It should be evident, then, that 
since God is good and God is in­ 
finite, good is really infinite. 
Yes, good is infinite; and be­ 
cause infinite, it is forever avail- 
i able. Let us pause for a m om ent 
to grasp the vast im port of these 
statements, for they are provable 
when understood. 
The source of 
all real pow er is God; therefore 
the only genuine law is the in­ 
finitely good 
law 
of God. J ’he 
only actual know ledge stem s from 
the fact that good alone, is real. 
And God bestows upon us—our 
spiritual selfhood, His own belov­ 
ed image and likeness— goodness 
w ithout stint or 
m easure, good 
health, good morals, good sense, 
abundance, happiness, peace. It is 
the promise of C hristian Science i 
th a t every apparent lack of these 
things can be rectified; every in­ 
stance of sickness, disease, sin,
